£ jm e Seasonable Advice for the 
, Farmers. 


WINTERING CATTLE. 
It is time the old, careless and cruel 
modes ot putting cattle through the winter 
were abolished. Starving milch cows anc 
young cattle is the mcst suicidal pol cy that 
a farmer eau toliow. 
A cow fairly win­ 
tered is fitted tor the summer work, and 
will bring a strong calf and give milk and 
butter to pay double price tor the extra 
feed and shelter she has had. Many a man 
keeps a class of good cows in such condi­ 
tion that they are of uo value, that they 
afford co profit, because cot run to theii 
capacity. It would be no more foolish for 
a thresher to put oo ten horses aud a full 
force of men and thee feed his mach ut 
IOO bushels in the time it would thresh 
200 than it is tor a man to furnish his 
milch CuW8 one iou of feed while they hav« 
the capacity to digest, r csimllale, and giv< 
returns for two tons. The principle Is 
exactly the same. 
When a boy we need 
to hear a great deal raid in favor of bvt 
stock that were "easy keepers." The pnn 
ciple is all right in one aspect of the case 
It bas a fair illustration in the differed 
parts of a mill ruo by steam. The lood o» 
support corresponds with the food of th* 
furnace. Both are necessary, and both an 
to be economized as tar as possible con 
slated with the production ot power. Th' 
hoise that is simply a movable corncrib i 
like a wasteful /rate In the furnace : b iii 
should be replaced with "easy keepers *’ 
But the food of prod nation, that which 
goes to build up growth or give product ii 
milk and butter, is like the food of the min 
stones, and is that from which all the profi 
comes. It were as wise to get mill*atone> 
that could be kept running on low feed ai 
to economize in that part of the food o 
animals from which the profit cornel. 
“Easy keepers" of that sort are not th' 
most profitable. The principle is the sam* 
when applied to growing colts, pigs, cal vt t 
and all young stock. The greater th 
growth th it can be had the greater will t>< 
the profit, for the food of support is abou 
the same whether there be growth or not 
Two tons of food may be used in sustain 
ing life through a long winter, and neilhti 
growth nor quality improved, while th 
latter is very likely to be seriously impair 
cd. in suca a case there is an absdu • 
loss ot two tons ut food 
Add another Im 
and we have growth aud quality as a re 
suit, and both cl them to be credited to th- 
consumption oi the third ton ot iood. I fi* 
profit all conies irom running the mu- 
the thresher, or the animal, within sue. 
limit oi its capacity as may be touud co n ­ 
sistent with satety and a due regald to th 
necessary wear and tear.

ply of nutritious and fattening food, in ­ 
stinctively the turkey follow* his feed, ana 
if the supply is abundant at the farm yard, 
he will not stroll far from home.

jnssloner Be Due. There were three vet­ 
erinarian experts, Dr. Law, Dr. Detmers 
md Dr. Salmon. Their close microscopic 
o tost igat ions point to a new order of bac­ 
teria or bacillus, as .the probable cause of 
mg cholera. Dr. Definers calls them bac- 
uJ.ua suis. The specialists and experts 
were enabled to find In all parts of diseas­ 
es swine"these b<tciiU, and whoa these were 
ntroduced into Healthy animal*, in the 
•lood or rn the luugs and stomach, hog 
cholera wa9 produced in swine, rabbits and 
r .in, so that when there was no exposure 
to contagion hog cnoiera comd be prodac* 
d, which is ouc of the phenomenon of 
his fatal, obscure and threatening disease. 
They recommend "stamping" cot as the 
remedy. There w scarcely any recovery 
hit is perfect. Those that do recover 
uake very poor returns for the food con- 
•uraed. The disorder iv main* behind aud 
uure or less interferes with the growth aud

ed ? 
Bt sides the three experts there were six 
practicing phy sicians on the commission, 
three of whom.eame from Indiana, Illi­ 
nois and Kansas, the center of the swine 
epidemic. Tht se three do not hesitate to 
Attribute the chief cause of the disease to 
a nearly exclusive Indian corn diet. The 
other three believe the corn diet the re­ 
mote cause. They all agree that a radical 
chaoge In food and hygiene are the pre­ 
ventives ii not the cure. The report is a 
very able one. Luckily the Hog cholera 
bus never prevailed extensively in Michi­ 
gan, while the lots has reached millions 
to other States 
All acool* nts agree that 
it is less this fall than heretofore. We are 
glad of this, for it i9 unpleasant to think of 
the consumption of those bacilli. 
PRESERVING PUMPKINS. 
Pumpkins adapted to culinary purports 
can be preserved not only all winter, but 
up to the following summer, which is 
perhaps longer than may be desired. But 
tor winter a pumpkin pie is Lot excelled 
tor deliciousness by any othe*, it the cook 
Knows as well how to make them as every 
one should.
